Robert Adediran is an educationist who 
has collaborated worldwide with leading 
organisations, and developed innovative 
approaches to music education in state primary 
schools. He has also devised award-winning 
learning and participation programmes for 
the charity London Music Masters of which 
he is Executive Director. LMM is a leading 
voice on diversity, inclusion and excellence 

in music education, commissioning and artist 
development with which many Academy 
students have become involved. 


Kwabena Adjepong has achieved worldwide 
fame as a soul singer and songwriter with hit 
albums including Walk which was a top-five hit 
in several European countries and number one 
on the iTunes Music charts. Kwabs'’s television 
appearances include Later with Jools Holland. In 
2015 he released the single Perfect Ruin as well 
as his debut studio album Love & War. 


Robert Ames is co-artistic director and co- 
conductor of the London Contemporary 
Orchestra, winners of the Royal Philharmonic 
Society Ensemble Award in 2015. He is also a 
winner of an h.Club 100 award recognising the 
UK's most influential people working in the arts. 
The LCO's performance of Terry Riley's Bell 
Station IlI was critically acclaimed at a sold-out 
Barbican Hall concert last July. 


Robert Archibald is a Musical Theatre 
performer and educationalist who coaches 

in London's West End and beyond. He was 

a former Head of Singing at both Mountview 
Academy and LAMDA, and is currently Head 
of Musical Theatre at the Urdang Academy, 
London. He has appeared in Les Misérables, 
Ragtime, Riverdance, and Jerry Springer the 
Opera as well as coached Loserville and Soul 
Sister. 


Mark Aspinall is the Musical Director for the 
UK tour of The Smallest Show on Earth. He has 
appeared frequently as MD and pianist in the 
West End and regions including in The Pajama 
Game at the Shaftesbury Theatre, Titanic at 
Southwark Playhouse, and appearances at the 
Aldwych Theatre, and London Palladium. 


Graeme Blevins is a leading saxophonist 

and composer who has recorded and toured 
internationally with Phil Collins, Robbie 
Williams, Kylie Minogue and many others. He 
has produced two albums with the Delta Sax 
Quartet: Dedicated to you, but you weren't 
listening and Crimson featuring his fellow 
Academy alumnus Gwilym Simcock. His debut 
aloum Monochrome was released to critical 
acclaim in 2012. 


Paul Booth is an eminent international 
saxophonist having played in Steve Winwood's 
band for ten years and with Steely Dan, Carlos 
Santana and Eric Clapton. He has toured the 
world and released five albums to critical 
acclaim, the last three on his own label. He 
was the first non-American to win the National 
Foundation in the Advancement of the Arts 
competition and became a Clifford Brown/Stan 
Getz fellow. His string orchestra headlined the 
Wigan Jazz Festival in 2015. 


Sasha Calin has been principal oboe with the 
Salzburg Mozarteum orchestra since 2010, 

and performed as soloist with them in 2015 
playing Strauss’'s Oboe Concerto. She is a 
frequent recitalist with accompanist Tom Poster 
and a regular guest oboist with the Budapest 
Festival Orchestra. She also played with Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra and as a Baroque oboist 
with the Leipzig Baroque Orchestra. 


Arturo Cardelus is a pianist and composer of 
film and concert music. His most recent project 
Call Me Francesco is a major biopic on Pope 
Francis. Other scores include Tangernacion, 
The Answers, and an orchestration of the 
Golden Globe-nominated film The Paperboy. His 
concert music has been played across Europe, 
Asia, and the United States, and a CD of his 
chamber music, including music for the Berlin 
Philharmonic soloists, is available on the Naxos 
label. 
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Katie Chatburn works as a professional 
composer across a variety of fields, with an 
emphasis on cross-disciplinary work, including 
original music for radio drama, film/television 
orchestration and composition, pop/rock 
string arranging, original theatre, dance and 
poetry projects and a range of educational and 
outreach work. She also co-wrote the Popular 
Music BMus Degree for the Royal Northern 
College of Music, where she is a Senior 
Lecturer. 


James Cheung is the former pianist of the 
Agon Trio which played at Aldeburgh and City of 
London Festivals. Now a leading accompanist, 
he regularly performs in leading concerts 

halls working with artists such as Lawrence 
Power, Christian Gerhaher, Joan Rodgers 

and lan Bostridge. He is particularly noted for 
specialising in vocal repertory. 


Daniel Cohen is Kapellmeister at the Deutsche 
Oper Berlin and recently conducted a revival 

of Rigoletto at New Israeli Opera. Daniel's 
forthcoming orchestral engagements include 
his debut with Calgary Philharmonic and the 
Brandenburgisches Staatsorchester, Frankfurt 
among others. He has also worked on two 
projects within the LSO Soundhub programme 
for young composers. He was previously 
Assistant Conductor to Daniel Barenboim at the 
West-Eastern Divan Orchestra and also worked 
with Pierre Boulez. 


Gareth Coker is a composer for film, 

notably Labyrinth, as well as for games and 
commercials. His score for Ori and the Blind 
Forest has been nominated for over thirty 
awards and won an Outstanding Achievement 
In Original Music Composition award from the 
Academy of Interactive Arts and Sciences, and 
was also nominated for a BAFTA Games award. 
He also contributed to the third best-selling 
video game of all time, Minecraft. 


Colin Coleman started trading in antiquarian 
and manuscript music in 1999 and supplies 
items to national institutions, private collectors 
and musicians. He undertakes valuations of 
single items and collections. Recent valuations 
include the compositions of the composers 
Richard Rodney Bennett, Jonathan Harvey 
and Steve Martland. Colin advises HM 
Government's Department for Culture, Media 
and Sport and the Heritage Lottery Fund on 
national acquisitions, as well as dispensing 
advice to major auction houses. 


Grace Davidson enjoys a versatile career 
singing in the classical, crossover, film and 

the pop industries. A member of The Sixteen, 
Tenebrae, The English Concert and many other 
vocal ensembles, she has performed and 
recorded widely. She is featured on several 
films scores including the recent Hobbit films, 
Pirates of the Caribbean and The Great Gatsby. 
she made her debut at the Sydney Opera 
House earlier this year and has been recorded 
by Deutsche Grammophon. 


Christopher Davies was a longstanding 
member of the Royal Opera House horn 
section, having previously played with many 
major British orchestras. Countless recordings 
and film scores include performances in the 
Harry Potter and The Lord of the Rings cycles. 
He was also a much-admired teacher. 


Tom Deering has served as music director and 
conductor for several world premieres including 
the National Theatre production of Wonder.Land 
for which he also provided orchestrations, Tim 
Rice's From Here to Eternity, David Arnold's 
Made in Dagenham, and the multiple Olivier 
nominated In the Heights. In the studio Tom 
has conducted soundtracks for films including 
Genius, Richard Il and Macbeth. Commissions 
include music for the National Youth Ballet and 
Donmar Warehouse. 


Helena Dix sang the soprano title role in 
Cristina Regina di Svezia for Wexford Festival 
Opera to five-star reviews and most recently 
was nominated in The International Opera 
Awards as Best Young Singer. She has 
performed in Bayreuth for Wagner's family 
and, more recently, covered two leading roles 
at The Metropolitan Opera in New York. Later 
this year she will perform some little-heard 
Verdi in Germany. Among many plaudits, Opera 
Magazine recently wrote of her ‘she is a STAR’. 


Claire Duff is an eminent baroque violinist who 
has led Florilegium, | Fagiolini, English Touring 
Opera and The Kings Consort. She has co-led 
the Academy of Ancient Music, and played 
principal second with The English Concert. She 
also regularly performs as leader and soloist 
with the Irish Baroque Orchestra with which 
she has recorded an extensive discography 
including a highly acclaimed CD of Bach's 
Double Violin Concerto with Monica Huggett. 


Philip Edward Fisher is a pianist of exceptional 
versatility enjoying an international career as 
soloist and ensemble musician. He was a 
recipient of the prestigious Julius Isserlis Award 
from the Royal Philharmonic Society. He has 
released CDs on the Naxos and Chandos labels 
of which The Mighty Handful was shortlisted 

in the Best Solo Album category of the 
International Classical Music Awards 2012, and 
was named as CD of the Week in The Daily 
Telegraph and on Classic FM. 


Matthew Fishwick is a highly sought-after 

jazz drummer who has enjoyed a stellar career 
on both sides of the Atlantic. He now leads his 
own quartet in London and co-leads a band with 
twin brother Steve. His sextet has just released 
The Empire State on Hard Bop Records and a 
recent UK tour included appearances at Ronnie 
Scott's and the 606 Club. 


Matthew Fletcher has worked as a répétiteur 
at Glyndebourne since 2012. Notable highlights 
include working on Strauss’s Der Rosenkavalier 
in 2014 and the Ravel Double Bill in 2015. An 
award-winning accompanist he has performed 
at many of the UK's major venues as well as on 
BBC broadcasts. He won the accompanist prize 
at the 2014 Kathleen Ferrier Awards and is a 
vocal coach at the Academy. 


Kevin Fountain is a singing teacher at many 
prestigious musical theatre schools including 
Mountview and Guildford School of Acting, 

as well as at the Academy. He is also Head 

of the Margaret Howard Theatre College in 
Hertfordshire. He has taught many West End, 
television and film performers, and has been 
involved in the continual process of training boys 
for the part of Billy Elliot for the last nine years. 


Samuel Furness was hailed in Opera magazine 
as ‘a lyric tenor clearly going places’. Having 
sung major roles with ENO, Garsington, 
Scottish Opera, English Touring Opera, and 
Teatro Municipal Santiago Chile among many 
others, he was voted What’s on Stage UK 
Breakthrough Artist award for his performance 
in Offenbach's Les Contes d ‘Hoffman earlier 
this year. Future Projects include debuts at the 
Maggio Musicale festival Florence, Teatro Real 
Madrid, Vlaamse Opera Antwerp and a return to 
Garsington. 


Tim Giles is a BBC Jazz Award-winning 
drummer and composer. He is known for his 
collaborations with members of the UK jazz 
scene, notably the saxophonist James Allsopp. 
Their debut aloum Fraud was nominated for 
Album of The Year at the 2007 BBC Jazz 
Awards and the duo received the award for 
Best New Act at the 2007 Ronnie Scott's Jazz 
Awards. Other highlights include working with 
Jamie Cullum on the /nterlude album, and 
recording with Nostalgia 77. 


Erica Grajner De Sa is a violin teacher at 
Junior Academy. She also has a busy freelance 
career playing and recording with many London 
orchestras and chamber ensembles. A sought- 
after adjudicator she is also a member of the 
all-female quartet String of Pearls who perform 
light classics and popular music at corporate 
events, weddings, and other special occasions. 


Julian Gregory joined the legendary vocal 
group The King’s Singers in September 2014 

at the age of twenty-four, immediately after 
graduating from the Academy. He now tours the 
world giving 120 concerts each year across five 
continents, performing to huge audiences. He is 
also Assistant Musical Director of the UK-Japan 
Music Society, founded by his parents, which is 
approaching its 25th anniversary. 


Giles Harrison is co-principal percussionist 

at English National Opera, after a freelance 
career with the Bournemouth Symphony 
Orchestra and Sinfonietta as well as the BBC 
National Orchestra of Wales. His enthusiasm 
for teaching, and his thoughtful approach to it, 
is exemplified by his work as a percussion tutor 
for Junior Academy. 


Antonis Hatzinikolaou is a distinguished 
Greek guitarist who has performed worldwide 
both as soloist and chamber musician. 
Gramophone magazine voted his solo album 

for the NMC label, featuring twentieth-century 
British composers, amongst the top ten 
recordings in 2013. He is also professor of guitar 
at the Philippos Nakas Conservatory in Athens. 


Cindy Ho is a concert pianist whose 
appearances include a recent debut at Kilbourn 
Hall, Eastman School of Music and at the 
Carnegie Hall, New York. She is Chair of the 
Academy's Hong Kong Alumni Association, 
maintaining strong connections among the 
Hong Kong-based alumni and promoting their 
musical endeavours. She also founded Vantage 
Music Ltd, a Hong Kong-based company, to 
promote prominent musicians in Hong Kong for 
international performances and concert series. 


Peter Holder was appointed the youngest ever 
Sub-Organist of St Paul's Cathedral following 
two highly successful years as Organ Scholar at 
Westminster Abbey where he played for many 
State occasions. He was also Acting Organist 
and Assistant Director of Music at St Paul's 
Cathedral until March 2016 and is an organ tutor 
for Junior Academy. 


Nicola Holland is an oboist who has freelanced 
extensively with the top London orchestras both 
in the concert hall and in film studios. A founder 
member of world music group Ku-Da Mix she 
has also played for artists such as George 
Michael as well as performed in many West 
End shows and is currently working on Wicked 
The Musical. 


Catherine Hopper is a mezzo-soprano with 
an active career as recitalist, concert and opera 
singer. An impressive list of credits includes 
regular appearances at the Wigmore Hall and, 
more recently, performing the role of Ottavia 
in L'incoronazione di Poppea under Laurence 
Cummings at Opera North. In 2010 she sang 
Page in a concert performance of Salome 
conducted by Valery Gergiev at the Verbier 
Festival. 


George Humphreys is a baritone who has 
appeared in numerous opera productions and 
on concert stages all over the UK and abroad. 
Major credits include appearances with English 
and Welsh National Opera companies, London 
Handel Festival, Zürich Opera, Teatro dell'Opera 
di Roma, and the Gottingen Handel Festival. 


Anthony Hunt is chorus master at Opera 
Australia. A former Young Artist at the State 
Opera of South Australia, he has conducted 
many performances in the Opera Studio, and 
worked as a freelance répétiteur. He was also a 
participant in the Symphony Australia Conductor 
Development Program and, for many years, 
assistant organist at St Peter’s Cathedral, 
Adelaide. 


Sam Hyken was associate principal trumpet 

of the Singapore Symphony and Fellow at New 
World Symphony, and is equally in demand 

as a composer. He was principal trumpet and 
Composer in Residence at Miami Symphony 
and co-founder, CEO and Artistic Director of Nu 
Deco Ensemble. His music has been performed 
by many US orchestras including San Francisco, 
St. Louis Symphony, Dallas Symphony, Toronto 
Symphony and Detroit Symphony. He is also a 
prolific arranger. 


Ruth Jenkins-Robertsson is a concert 

and operatic soprano enjoying a high-profile 
career in the UK and overseas, notably with 
Garsington, Scottish Opera, Northern Ireland 
Opera and the Theater Orchester Biel Solothurn, 
Switzerland. She was voted Opera Now ‘Artist 
of the Month’ in 2014 and a Daily Telegraph 
‘New Music’ Artist. In 2015 she won Second 
Prize at the Hildegard Zadek Stiftung in Vienna. 


Claire Jones was the Official Harpist to HRH 
The Prince of Wales from 2007 to 2011. She 
performed at the wedding of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge, and is also an acclaimed 
international recording artist performing 
regularly with many leading orchestras. Her 
albums Journey, Girl With The Golden Harp and 
Highgrove Suite have all reached the top of the 
classical charts. 


Rita Kaufmann has given regular piano 
accompaniment masterclasses at the China 
Conservatory, Beijing since 2004. In 2007 

she was appointed Head of Music at the 
Staatstheater NUrnberg for whom she was also 
a soloist on stage playing Bach for their ballet 
production. In 2011 she coached the production 
of Der Rosenkavalier at San Diego Opera under 
Christof Perrick. 


Ashok Klouda is co-founder and co-director 

of the Highgate International Chamber Music 
Festival, performing annually with many leading 
musicians. AS a member of the Artea Quartet 
he has recorded for Champs Hill Records, 
whilst his cello octet Cellophony can be heard 
on Edition Classics. He has taught cello and 
chamber music at the Yehudi Menuhin School 
as well as at all the London conservatoires, 
including the Academy. 


Matthew Knight is sub-principal trombone 

of the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra and a 
member of its board of directors. He previously 
freelanced with many major UK orchestras 
including the London Symphony and London 
Philharmonic orchestras. His is Artistic Director 
of Septura, the brass septet that is currently 
halfway through the recording of a ten-disc 
series for Naxos Records to much critical 
acclaim. 


Judith Kubitz is artistic leader and conductor 
of the German orchestras of the opera theatres 
of Cassel, Schwerin und Cottbus, and is also 
assistant conductor of the Philharmonie Baden- 
Baden. She has also worked with Komische 
Oper Berlin, the Radio-Symphonieorchester 
Stuttgart and the Radiophilharmonie 

Hannover, as well as directed projects at the 
KonzertI heater Bern in Switzerland and the 
Concertgebouw in Amsterdam. Her interest 

in contemporary music and young composers 
has resulted in premieres of new operas and 
symphonic works. 


Julia Kuhn is a sought-after baroque violinist 
who regularly plays and records with the 
Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, 
Brecon Baroque, Classical Opera, Collegium 
Musicum 90, Dunedin Consort and has led La 
Nuova Musica, International Baroque Players, 
Solomon's Knot and Oxford Baroque. In 2014 
she featured on a Gramophone award-winning 
disc with Academy alumunus lestyn Davies on 
Wigmore Hall Live. 


Tom Lane works predominantly as a composer 
and sound designer for theatre, dance and 
opera productions. His opera FLATPACK was 
performed in Berlin, Hamburg, London and 
Dublin and was nominated for an Irish Times 
Theatre Award in 2013. He has twice been 
nominated for Best Sound Design by the Irish 
Times Theatre Awards, most recently for his 
choral score for Oedipus at the Abbey Theatre 
in 2015. 


Timothy Lawrence was an experienced tenor 
both as a soloist and ensemble singer, and 

a regular performer in the UK, Norway and 
around Europe. Tim made a name for himself 
as one of the most promising young tenors 

of his generation, having sung solo roles in 
venues such as the Bolshoi Theatre in Moscow, 
Auditorium di Milano and Grieghallen in Bergen. 


Julian Leaper has performed with many 

British orchestras as well as appearing as leader 
and soloist with the City of Birmingham and 
Bournemouth Symphony Orchestras. He is first 
violinist of the Maggini Quartet and a frequent 
recitalist. He has also worked extensively in the 
recording studios for commercial, television and 
film music and has recorded sound tracks for a 
number of blockbuster productions. 


Martynas Levickis enjoys a varied international 
career. He was the first accordionist to be 
signed to Decca Classics with a debut album 
that went straight to No. 1 in the UK Official 
Classical Album Chart. Appointed to the Junge 
Elite at Festspiele Mecklenburg-Vorpommern, 
he was awarded the Audience Prize in 2015 
and also founded the non-profit organisation 
accoAkademija to teach accordion and promote 
live music in his home country, Lithuania. 


Katie Lockhart has maintained a freelance 
career, particularly in London, since graduating 
from the Academy. She was originally guest 
clarinettist in the Chamber Orchestra of Europe 
and, in London, has worked regularly with the 
Philharmonia, Academy of St Martin in the 
Fields and Royal Opera House orchestras. She 
has been a clarinet teacher for Junior Academy 
since 2015. 


Christian Ludwig became chief conductor 

of the Cologne Chamber Orchestra in 2008 
with which he has performed widely. He has 
recorded for Naxos International winning the 
‘Choc de Classica’ for the complete serenades 
by Austrian composer Robert Fuchs. From 2011 
to 2013 he was chief conductor of the Gwangju 
Symphony Orchestra in South Korea and also 
conducts widely in Europe and Asia, where he 
has made a notable impact on the opera circuit. 


Enikő Magyar is recognised as the most 
exciting and imaginative violist to have emerged 
from Hungary in recent years. A prize winner at 
several international competitions Enikő enjoys a 
varied career as a soloist and chamber musician. 
She has performed with major orchestras 
throughout Hungary, Russia and Poland and has 
appeared in prestigious music festivals such as 
Verbier, IMS Prussia Cove, Academia Musica de 
Santander, and the Budapest Spring Festival. 


Cliff Masterson is an arranger, producer and 
composer whose commissions include music 
for Disney theme parks and the Olympic 

Games. He produced the music for the Glasgow 
Commonwealth Games Opening Ceremony in 
2014, and arranged and conducted music for 
the Nobel Peace Prize Concert, Buckingham 
Palace Coronation Festival, and the FA Cup Final 
ceremonies. 


Jonathan McGovern is a baritone who has 
performed with English National Opera, the 
Ensemble Modern and Les Arts Florrisants. He 
recently made his company debut as Pelléas 

in Pelléas et Mélisande in a new production 

for English Touring Opera, and will shortly 

be making his debut at both Garsington and 
Staatsoper Hamburg. Other debuts include 
appearances at the Wigmore Hall in their recital 
series. 


Hannah McLaughlin is a baroque oboist 
with The English Concert and Irish Baroque 
Orchestra, and performs regularly with many 
other period instrument orchestras including 
The Sixteen, Gabrieli Consort, Early Opera 
Company, and Orchestra of the Age of 
Enlightenment. Her work has taken her to the 
world’s finest concert halls where she has 
made many recordings as well as appeared 
as a soloist on numerous television and radio 
broadcasts. 


Pedro Meireles enjoys a successful 
international career as both a violinist and violist 
in chamber music, orchestral playing, and as 

a leader and soloist. He currently leads the 
Quarteto Camões based in Lisbon and has 
given masterclasses throughout Portugal. In 
demand as a teacher and adjudicator he tutors 
at the Academy of Music in Lisbon, and is 
currently the Principal Concertmaster of the 
Portuguese Symphony Orchestra and Assistant 
Concertmaster of the Gulbenkian Orchestra. 


Nadim Naaman is currently playing the 

role of Raoul in The Phantom of The Opera 

at Her Majesty's Theatre. Other West End 
credits include Sweeney Todd, One Man Two 
Guvnors and The Sound of Music. His opera 
debut at Glyndebourne was in the specially 
commissioned Knight Crew, the subject of the 
BBC's Gareth Malone Goes To Glyndebourne 
back in 2010. Concert work includes 
performances at The Royal Albert Hall, Cadogan 
Hall, The Palace Theatre and Kensington Palace. 


Christopher Nicholson is a classical guitarist 
who set up a music therapy programme at a 
clinic in Rwanda. He works with vulnerable 
HIV+ adolescents and designed a training 
programme in Music and Health for the 
University of Rwanda. He is the Regional 
Project Manager for Musicians without Borders, 
working with the refugee population in Rwanda, 
community-based organisations in Tanzania, 
and has established a new project in Uganda: 
Community Music for Community Health. 


Eamonn O'Dwyer has written original songs 
and scores for over 20 theatre productions 
including The Lion, The Witch and The 
Wardrobe, The Glass Menagerie, and many 
more. From 2009 to 2011 he played the pivotal 
role of the Song Man in the National Theatre’s 
award-winning War Horse in the West End. His 
musical The House of Mirrors and Hearts won 
the MTM Best New Score Award in 2010 and 
receives its US premiere in July 2016. 


Cecilia Osmond is in constant demand as 

a soprano soloist having made numerous 
appearances and recordings with The Cardinall’s 
Musick and Andrew Carwood. Recent highlights 
include an appearance at the Wigmore Hall 

in Buxtehude’s Membra Jesu Nostri with the 
English Concert under Harry Bicket. Other 
recordings include Bach's St Matthew Passion 
and B Minor Mass with John Butt and the 
Dunedin Consort. 
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Sidika Ozdil, along with her sister Inci, was 
one of the first female conductors in Turkey. 
She also established the first Turkish orchestra 
specialising in modern music which performs 
Turkish composers’ music to help give them a 
start on the professional ladder. She organised 
the first Hacettepe University Ankara State 
Conservatoire International Composers- 
Performers Festival last year and is a lecturer 
at the Ankara State Conservatoire. Her harp 
work Aganta Burina Burinata was selected as a 
compulsory piece for the final examinations at 
the Paris Conservatoire. 


Inci Ozdil is a conductor who established The 
Ministry of Culture State Polyphonic Choir, 

the Istanbul State Symphony and, with her 
sister Sidika, co-founded the State Symphony 
Orchestra in Antalya of which she was Music 
Director and the Chief Conductor for 15 years. 
She was awarded a Pioneer Woman Prize 

by the University Women of Europe board 

in Turkey, and her career is featured in the 
TwentseWelle Museum in the city of Enschede, 
Holland. She has been head of the Association 
of Turkish Artists since 2014. 


Claire Parfitt was a string finalist of the first 
BBC Young Musician of the Year competition in 
1978. After graduating from the Academy she 
won a scholarship to study in Brussels before 
becoming a freelance player with all the major 
UK orchestras. In 1988 she became only the 
second woman to be appointed to the violin 
section of the London Symphony Orchestra, 
where she remains to this day as a member of 
the first violin section. 


Vanessa Perez is a concert pianist who 
performs worldwide both as concerto soloist 
and recitalist.

Toby Purser is founder and Artistic Director of | 
the Orion Orchestra. He made his debut with 

English National Opera in November 2014 and 

has recently been awarded the ENO Mackerras 

Fellowship. A regular conductor with Grange 

Opera he has also appeared with the Royal 

Philharmonic Orchestra, Ensemble Orchestral 

de Paris, Orchestra of Opera North, and the St 

Petersburg Festival Orchestra. His CD Bel Canto 

with tenor Jesus León and the Royal Liverpool | 
Philharmonic was released last year. | 


Ross Ramgobin is a versatile baritone who has 
performed at the International Handel Festspiele 
Göttingen, Angers-Nantes Opera as well as at 
Birmingham Opera Company and Royal Opera

Jonathan Rees has performed across 

the globe as cellist and gamba player with 

the UK's leading historical performance 
ensembles including The Academy of Ancient 
Music, ENO and the Orchestra of the Age of 
Enlightenment. He has appeared with the viol 
consorts Fretwork and Phantasm and also 
collaborates with fellow cellist and viol player 
Vladimir Waltham as Duo Domenico. He is 
also employed by the University of Cambridge 
where he is researching seventeenth-century 
French street song.

The Da Capo Composers Festival, featuring over 60 composers who studied at the Academy.

The British and American Film Music Festival features four concerts conducted by Ron Goodwin, 
Michael Nyman, Michael Kamen and John Williams.

HRH The Duchess of Gloucester becomes the Academy's President. 
The Sinfonia makes its first orchestral visit to Beijing and Tokyo.

The Academy becomes the first conservatoire to be admitted as a full member of the University of 
London, Britain's largest university.

The Academy's new museum and the David Josefowitz Recital Hall are both opened. The new 
two-year postgraduate Royal Academy Opera course is introduced.

Sir Elton John performs at the Royal Opera House with the Academy's Symphony Orchestra and 
musical theatre choir, raising nearly £1million for the Academy's Elton John Scholarship Fund.

The Academy, with generous assistance from the Foyle Foundation, acquires Yehudi Menuhin’s 
archive. 


2005 


A combined orchestra of students from the Academy and Juilliard School perform under Sir Colin 
Davis at the BBC Proms. 


2006 


In the final events of the Academy's Paganini in London festival, Maxim Vengerov plays Paganini's 
Cannone violin — the instrument's first visit to London since Paganini himself played it here. 


2008 


Academy students play crucial roles in critically-acclaimed performances of Luigi Nono’s Prometeo 
and Gérard Grisey's Les espaces acoustiques at the Southbank Centre, in collaboration with top 
professional ensembles. 


2009 
New facilities include a suite of practice facilities and an opera rehearsal suite.
